The following letter has been re- 
ceived recently from Major Walter C, 
Hyde, D.S.O., who was a member of 
Arch. A3. He Is now with the Nor- 
thern Russia Expeditionary Forca^iow 
operating on the Murman coast. 
"Ollle," mentioned in his letter below, 
is Captain Oliver Mowatt, who was 
reported killed in action about ten 
days ago. His many friends will be in- 
terested in his account of weather 
conditions at this time in Russia. 

Russia, Dec. 7th, 1918. 
Since my last letter, over three 
weeks ago, I have had some queer 
moves, and as it seems possible "that 
a mail may be got out to-morrow, I 
ara writing. I am now staying for a 
, while at -our Brigade H/Q with the 
Colonel, waiting for an opportunity to 
go on still further to join Ollle and 
the rest of the battery. I came here 
about two weeks ago, and am still 
waiting. The trip up from where I 
wrote, from last was quite an expert-' 
, encer We set out at 3 p.m. on a cold 
• bleak chvy" ' and inarched about four 
miles across an island to where a boat 
; was waiting for us. The boat was a 
; small tug, providing very little accom- 
' modaticn for the nineteen of us who 
! had to board her. The cabin was 
smelly and dirty and was also the 
living quarters of the tug's crew, so 
I had my bed rolled and slept on top 
of the wheelbouse under' the stars. 
I was quite worn out and had a good 
sleep. The next a.m., early, we 3tarted 
and fought our way through ice 65 
miles further up the river and into the 
inwards of this country, anil slept that 
night in tho little village where 
Brigade H/Q is situated. 

Of course the snow is with us In 
earnest now,- and everything is frozen 
solid. I have amused myself while 
' here designing- sleighs for guns of all 
i sizes which we havo in the force. We 
j have made most cf them mobile now, 
so the time has not been badly spent. 
But its a deadly monotonous life. 
Occasionally a traveller drops in on 
I his way up the line, as, for instance, a 
..Yankee war correspondent dropped In 
this a.m. He only left England on 
November 12th, so was able to tell us 
about the armistice and about the 
rejoicing in England and all the splen- 
j did festivity. We only have daylight 
' between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. just now, 
and you may be sure we get lots of 
sleep. You should see me out of doors 
on one of these cold days. A black

THE ENGLISH COURSE AT McGILL. 

It is always a hazardous thing for any individual s t ud e n t or 
any student organization to enter upon a course of criticism of 
the quantity or quality of the learning presented to the under- 
graduates by the faculty, or the manner of its presentation— not 
that the critic is at all likely to suffer for making the observa- 
tion in question. We feel that to suggest any likelihood of this 
would be an injustice to the professoriate; but the chances are 
that some other student or body of students may view the mat- 
ter in. an entirely different light, and that what may seem to the 
first man inadequate instruction may thoroughly satisfy the 
majority. It is hence in no spirit of self-confidence that the 
"Daily" puts forward the suggestion printed beneath, but mere- 
ly with a view to the promotion of useful discussion and the 
ascertaining of the opinions of the students concerned. 

Is the English course provided by the university a sufficient 
training in the subject? That is, does it, if properly pursued, 
result in the production of men and women who are able to write 
simple, forceful English, and express their thoughts through 
this medium without any apparent difficulty or effort? The 
answer should :be a_decided »f|irrnative, but under the circum- 
stances we feei "that at the best one can only hesitate to give 
an opinion. 

We wish it to be understood that we are laying particular 
stress on this matter of training in self-expression through the 
use of English, because it seems in the first place that this is 
one 'of the prime, requirements in a man who calls himself a 
"Bachelor of Arts," and in the second place, that the instruction 
supplied in all other branches of the subject "English" success- 
fully meets all needs. There is, of- course, a good deal included 
in such a subject, and concerning the provision made with re- 
gard to all else but the one division of practice in the \yriting of 
English we have nothing but praise. 

To put it in a concrete form, it is now possible for a student 
to take an Honours Course in English and another subject, and 
to graduate as a Bachelor of Arts j with Honours in these sub- 
ejects without having written a single essay after he leaves the 
second yeai\ If training in the writing of correct English is 
an essential ïn this department, surely some provision should 
be made whereby those who are taking the course may obtain 
the necessary practice. In our opinion, at least, the proper 
employment of the written word comes only after a good deal of 
.careful work on the subject, and constant writing under super- 
vision seems to be the most important factor making towards 
improvement. Yet, while care is exercised to have the under- 
graduates obtain a proper idea of what is to be admired in books 
and what condemned, and they are encouraged to extend their 
knowledge by reading, the side of self-expression appears to have 
been overlooked. 

Paradoxical as it may seem, the man who takes a course in 
History or Political Economy, under present conditions, has a 
better chance of improving his English style than the Honours 
student in English, unless the latter be enthusiastic enough to 
do a certain amount of writing "on the side" and obtain the 
opinion of competent judges as to the language and construction 
employed. The first student has to hand in a fixed number of 
essays' which involve a considerable amount of hard work and! 
give excellent practice in condensation. It follows that he will 
acquire, almost without knowing it, isome fluency and variety of 
expression, even although the criticism passed upon his essays 
deals more, with the subject matter than with the method in 
which this is set forth. The student of English, on the other 
hand, is in the odd position of one who has had the matter fre 
quently explained to him with well-chosen examples, but has 
never been given the opportunity to try for himself. When he 
does attempt to set his thoughts upon paper the lack of prac 
tiçe often brings about lamentable results, of which the "Daily* 
has had some opportunity of judging in the past. Fortunately 
the fact that few students go through college without at some 
time feeling the need for self-expression in writing brings it 
about that the average man manages to correct the more glaring 
faults of his style, but this result could be much more quickly 
and easily achieved by means of the supervision of the staff. 

In conclusion, it seems that the adoption of a system where- 
by English students in the Third and Fourth Years handed in 
a brief essay every two weeks for examination by their profes 



Last night m the Assembly Hall of 
the Royal Victoria College a large 
audience waa held : -^ell-bound by the 
charm of that vizard of the North— 
Hans Christian Andersen. Under the 
magic of Misa Shedlock*s presentation 
the scene vanished from the mind and 
the stage became peopled .with the 
varied and fascinating imagery of 
fairy lore. The crowded hall pre- 
sented the most intense silence, brok- 
en only by occasional ripples of laugh- 
ter at Miss Shedlock's mischievous 
aallles. One and all felt transport- 
ed back to the days of the nursery and 
hung enraptured on the words of the 
stories with the same implicit confid- 
ence felt for them in those days. And 
yet there was something more added 
to this, for Miss Shedlock did not neg- 
lect, as her title promised, that she 
would not, to show up the kernel of 
deep philosophy, which underlay each 
tale. 

Dean Moyse, who was in the chair, 
introduced Miaa Shedlock to the au- 
dience, paying a tribute to her won- 
derful charm. He spoke of the 
libraries, towards the maintenance of 
which the proceeds'of the lecture were 
directed, and mentioned that Miss 
Baylis waB always glad to receive 
books intended for the returned sol 
dlers, who were anxious for literature 
of all kinds. 

Miss Shedlock began her lecture by 
quoting from the words of Charles 
Lamb, that "Laughter is a sign of 
highest development," bo that she felt 
sure of awakening sufficient hilarity 
in the audience. She recalled the 
story of the merchant's son who went 
to the palace and was asked by the 
Sultan'B wife to tell a tale "which 
should be deep and edifying— yes, and 
a story at which we can laugh." The 
part of Hans Andersen's work which 
would live," said Miss Shedlock, "was 
his fairy stories. His dramas and 
novels would die, but his fairy tales, 
which had been quite wrongly rele- 
gated to the nursery, would live for- 
ever. These fairy talcs, she said 
were really philosophical allegories. 
Once she had felt that she knew An 
dcrscn. Now she felt like the Bciextt 
1st who after having spent many- years 
in the careful study of the brain of 
the mosquito said he felt that if he 
had only taken a more restricted area 
he felt he would have done better 

In discussing Andersen's fairy tales 
Miss Shedlock first considered the 
negative qualities to be discounted 
First among these ' was placed the 
modern farcical element, the present 
day tendency to cheap humour. An 
dersen himself had described that type 
of humour very effectively in his tale 
of the turkey cock, a would-be wag, 
who tried to tell his jokes to a stork. 
'There is no greater strain on friend- 
ship," said George Eliot, "than a dif- 
ferent taste in jokes." Andersen was 
au artist and a teacher both, but ho 
never sacrificed the artist to the 
teacher, which was as it should be. 

The first positive quality which Miss 
Shedlock described in Hans Andersen 
was his wonderful power of bestowing 



very few instances of this in hiBtory. 
We know that "the pot called the ket- 
tle black' but we are not told the rest 
of the conversation. We also know 
that "the dish ran away with the 
spoon," but their speeches are also lost 
to history. Two examples were given 
of Andersen's skill In such cases. The 
first waB the conversation between 
the garter and the shirt collar. Once 
in America, said Miss Shedlock, a lad 
had objected to this anecdote on' the 
same basis as May's mother, who 
wrote to her teacher: \"Don't teach 
May more about the insides. It's rude 
and it don't do no good . " Miss Shed- 
lock then recounted the conversation 
between these two who met in the 
wash — "the place of meeting 
was Itself an inspiration"— and con- 
concluded with, "This is the story: 
'Honl soit qui mal y pense.' " 

The second story was that of the 
two gingerbread cakes, which had for 
Andersen's sake, "always a tear be- 
hind." One gingerbread cake was a 
man with a bitter almond in his side 
which waB Mb heart. The other 
gingerbread cake was a maiden, and 
she was honey all over. They loved 
each other but they loved in silence 
till one day the maiden dried up and 
broke In two. Then the man said: 
"She would have held together longer 
if she "had only known that I return 
ed her love," 

The second quality that Miss Shed 
lock noted In Hans Andersen was his 
power of bestowing speech on anl 
mais. This is not so easy a feat as 
it appears, and Miss Shedlock was re 
minded of Goldsmith's words to Dr 
Johnson, who, he vowed, would make 
all his fishes talk like big whales. 
The art of giving speech to animals, 
Andersen borrowed from the writers 
of fables, but he gave speech only to 
the domestic animals, and he easily 
surpassed bis masters in the art. In 
Illustration, Miss Shedlock quoted 
two of Andersen's animal conversa- 
tions; the one in which the parlor cat 
tells the kitchen cat that the two 
lovers would now drink milk out of 
one can, and the one in which the dog 
tells the snowman that these two 
lovers are now going to gnaw the 
same bone; But, perhaps, the finest 
example of this quality is the conver 
satlon of the snail to the rosebush. He 
is going to accomplish something but 
he isn't going to begin all at once. The 
rose, he says, did things too soon and 
lost the pleasures of • anticipation. 
There, said Miss Shedlock, was sum- 
marized the attitude of the whole 
American continent. 

There arc people who say they pre- 
fer the brothers Grimm to Andersen, 
but it must be remembered that these 
collected folk lore— they did not write 
themselves. Andersen created his 
stories for himself. There is a lady 
in our own time who has caught much 
of the spirit of Andersen. Miss Shed- 
lock illustrated this with a charming 
story about the song of the nightln 
gale from this author. 

Andersen, said Miss Shedlock, felt 
satire and resented it. He remain- 
ed a child all his life, and was afraid 
of so polished- a weapon. "We do 
not want." he said, "wet dogs to lie 
in the best places in the house," and 
he wanted often to chastise these dogs. 
So sometimes he took the weapon in 
hand himself. Consider his scathing 
criticism of critics. Four brothers 



reasoned over the ridiculousness of 
everything. He was the last to die, 
which was quite as it should be— he 
had the last word. After death he 
found himself waiting at the gate of 
Heaven with old Mother Margaret. 
"Was this for contrast," he wondered, 
and did not know that Mother Mar- 
garet had set fire to her hut that the 
glacier might not go down to destroy 
the houses in the valley. The angel 
opened the door wide and let her m 
but the critic was told to Bland out- 
side until he had done something. 
Here is Andersen's sarcastic touch: "I 
believe," thought the criUe, "that T 
could bare said that better." He did 
not say « aloud and that was some- 
thing. 

On the 2nd of April, said Miss Shed- 
lock, we would all celebrate the 114th 
anniversary of Hans Andersen. Ju3t 
before Wilson bad declared war Miss 
Shedlock had^ spoken in New York ou 
Hans Andersen, and had pointed out 
that he gave a most extraordinary pre- 
diction of the Russian revolution, and 
of another greater revolution, but. that 
was not within the scope of this lec- 
ture. 

Andersen had a passion for the 
theatre, and wrote of the "auntie" who 
spent much of her time at the theatre 
and left at her death • fund to be 
spent for tickets to the theatre for 
lonely spinsters. The seats were to 
be in the second left-hand tier, and 
the only condition of the gift waa that 
the recipient was to think of "auntie" 
In her grave. This Andersen called 
"Auntie's religious foundation." 

The fourth quality to be found In 
Andersen's tales Is his philosophy of ! 
life, and in this is included his power 
to see both sides of a question. Miss 
Shedlock quoted his "Dame," whose 
husband thought a woman bad no 
need of a soul, but should be "a plain 
decent body, and look after her pots 
and pans." This Is notu nlike the view 
of 8chopenhau8cr, "European wo- 
men ought never to have been created 
but we have need of them for domes- 
tic purposes, and, therefore, they 
should be trained to obedience and not 
to insubordination." One thinks of 
the fat mole who saw outside his home 
a sparrow apparently dead, and was

thankful that none of his children 
would b 0 birds— or of the fir tree, who 
told a tale to the mice In attic. The 
rats thought that his tale, which dealt 
not with hams and store-rooms, 
"where you go In thin and come out 
fat," but with a lltUe tree In the for- 
est, a foolish story, and would not lis- 
ten to it. 

Andersen's child-like nature rejoic- 
ed in the kings and queens of his 
stories; he loved the insignia of office. 
The moat famous of his stories relat- 
ing to snobs is that of the real, truo 
princess who felt the pea under twen- 
ty mattresses and twenty eiderdown 
quilts. A real princess wrote to An- 
dersen a letter which he always treas- 
ured. She could not understand his 
story, she said. She had put twenty 
peas under one mattresB and had not 
felt them at all. 

Once again Miss Shedlook repeated 
that Hans Andersen loved children, 
but he did not write for thent; and 
she quoted an appreciation from 
Hllalre Belloc. The pallor and beauty 
of his stories, she did not touch on. 
They belonged to another chapter. 

In conclusion, Miss Shedlock told 
two of Andersen's stories: "The 
Swineherd," which she considered his 
masterpiece; and in response to the 
enthusiastic demands of the audience, 
"The Nightingale." 

Dean Moyse then thanked Miss 
Shedlock for what he termed "the 
most charming lecture he had been 
privileged to hear," Miss Shedlock had 
carried him back to the days of hiB 
childhood in the western part of Eng- 
land. He had been brought up on 
pixies, and spoke of fairy lore as an 
example of the power of increase. 
First were the pixies, then fairies as 
they existed in the mind of the peas- 
ant, and then the whole fairy court as 
immortalized in Shakespeare's "Mid- 
Bunxmer Night's Dream. "} 

The meeting closed with the sing- 
ing of the national anthem.

llat-a-tat-tat! Rat-a-iat! 

The visitors, after a few ntore futile 
I attempts at knocking, turned the 
I handle, and after trying again at the 
j inner door, were finally admitted. Left 
to our own devices for a few moments, 
we took a glance at our surroundings. 
So this was a Montreal street— a dirty, 
unpaved, unhealthy alley, with house* 
positively unrivalled for filth, where 
the number of children that could be 
packed into one of these tenements 
was unbelievable! Moreover, the set- 
tlement-visitor, when she rc-appeared, 
hastened to assure us that the snow 
gave the place quite a decent appear- 
ance! (N.B.— The snow was pretty 
dirty to begin with.) 

Further on, . we were given the 
chance to look into some of the courts 
,iu the rear of the tenements. Some- 
times, really, it did seem as if there 
could not possibly be anything at the 
back,— much less houses, where peo- 
ple lived and died, and children were 
born and grew up. . . ; and nobody 
seemed to care. Nobody seemed to 
realize that within an hour's walk 
were conditions which of themselves 
produced the vice in all its various 
aspectB which reigns in Montreal to 
such an extent. 

These courts varied in the types of 
houses which were found there. Some- 
times there was a row of absolutely 
identical dull-red brick tenements; 
sometimes a dirty, tumble-down group 
of hovels of rotten wood, resembling 
disused stables (dating from about the 
time of the Flood). 

Our brief tour of inspection was 
ended by a visit to a local moving- 
picture hall. We left the theatre in 
the midst of a vaudeville sketch, in
